THE HENRY LIU CASE: 
A YEAR AFTER 


It has been exactly one year Since the brutal assassination of 
Chinese American journalist Henry Liu.，ASs we review the 
coverage oOf East/West and reflect on the evcnts of the last 12 
months，expecially in the gradual but dramatic disclosing of the 
facts of the case，we see far-reaching impacts the case has had 
on the Chinese American community，US-Taiwan relations and 
politlics in Taiwan， 

Ihe assassination itself in October last year was initially 
greeted in the Chinese American community with shock and 
disbellief， It was quickly followed by both widespread fear and 
anger and eventually a Somber realization of the extent to which 
the community had come under the repressive，omnipresent rule 
of the Taiwan government.，For the majority in the community， 
the response to _ this realization was either quiet indignation or 
helpless resignation. Fortunately，a small group of friends and 
Supporters of Henry Liu decided that the time had come for the 
community to free itself from the Taiwanese domination and to 
asSert their rights and freedom as Chinese Americans.， Toward 
this end they began to demand justice for Henry Liu and to urge 
more Vigorous Federal protection of Chinese American 
constitutional rights. 


The work of the committee to Obtain' Justice for Henry Liu 
very quickly encountered major political obstacles at home and 
abroad.， At the beginning，the Taiwan government，while 
adamantly maintaining its innocence，attempted to discredit the 
group as having ulterior politcal motives. The US government 
on the other hand，ignored community pleas for vigorous 
investigation and effective protection of Chinese American 
rights， It was not until late November of last year，when the 
Daly City police and FBI publicly identified the Taiwanese 
Suspects，that the claim of the committee began to gain 
credibllity，apparently much to the displeasure of both US and 
Iaiwan governments. Instead of pressing for the extradition， 
the US chose to remain silent while the Taiwan government 
announced its decision not to extradite。 (Reagan'"s handling of 
the Liu murder Stands in Sharp contrast to what he has been 
doing in the Achille Lauro case.) However, it was not until the 
disclosure of the Chen Chi-li taped confession in January of this 
year that the Taiwan government was forced to admit its 
complicity in the assassination and that the US government had 
to express apologetically its grave concern over the involvement 
of "our old friend" caught red handed in an act of international 
terrorlSsm， 

The disclosure precipitated not only the guilty conviction of 
Taiwan's military intelligence chief and his hired killers from 
the United Bamboo but also an unprecedented political crisis in 
Taiwan，affecting both the ruling KMT party and the 
government amlidst the most Serious economic recession to _ hit 
Taiwan. Since then，the .political and economic health 
deteriorated. Instead of seceking Sweeping reforms，the 
government has become more repressive and has intensified its 
activities among Chinese in the US，The arrest of the LA 
publisher，Lee Ya-ping, is a case in point. 


In the US，Congress，in a major departure from its usual 
pro-Taiwan posture, decided to take up its own investigation and 
to push the Reagan administration to demand extradition of all 
Suspects in the Liu case from Taiwan。. The result has been an 
unprecedented strain between the US and Taiwan， 

The case is far from over， in fact，it is just beginning. Just 
last month，the Federal government indicted 13 organized crime 
figures from Taiwan in NY and charged them，among other 
things，with the murder of Henry Liu，Two wesks later，Tunsg 
Kuei-sen，one of the triggermen in the Liu murder，was arrested 
in Brazil， His extradition is now being sought by the US 
Department of State. Last week, the widow of Henry Liu filed 
a 3$300 million civil suit against the Taiwan government and the 
Suspects in the case. 

It now appears that the Liu case is beginning to get more 
direct attention in the US. It is our hope that the case will be 
thoroughly investigated and prosecuted and that the _ truth be 
allowed to Surface without further political interference. 

We realize that Several newspapers in our community for 
VariDus reasons have not given the case adequate and accurate 
coverage. Because of the importance of the case in the future 
development of the Chinese American commaunity，East/West will 
continue toO give it the fullest coverage as we have done 
throughout this past year and will continue to monitor its 
progress and offer our editorial remarks as all responsible 
newspapers must do.

SAN FRANCISCO - In the 
corner of painter Li Hua's 
Studio lies a work-in-progress 
-- a Simple but large collage 
using Chinese water colors， 
ink and semblances of ancient 
Chinese calligraphic charac- 
ters.， Ihough minimal and 
modern-looking，the work is 
steeped in the tradition of 
Chinese art. 

A Shanghai-born artist，Li 
addresses his painting as 3 
true aesthete，concerned with 
visual beauty and composition 
Iather than the intellectualism 
behind it. 

"People often ask me,“What 
do your paintings mean?'"” said 
Li "They want a Story about 
each painting and then they 
are happy." 


上 NERGY 
Li admits that his motive is 
not to convey Symbolic 


meaning or hidden messages in 
his works. "My main concern 
is to add visual energy to 
traditional Chinese art forms. 
The energy can come in the 
form of a bold swash of color， 


or even in the different 
textures and parts of a 
collage.” 


Thlis addition of movement 


and Vitality is what Li 
considers "going the next 
step in a continuum of 


traditional Chinese art." 

His canvases call upon the 
wealth of ancient Chinese wall 
paintings，particularly those 
of the northern Wel and later 
Tang dynasty， in the 
Dunhuang faves in northern 


China、Li borrows from the 
caveSs” primitive， Chinese 
characterSs，choosing them for 


Shape and form Tather than 
for implicit meaning. IThese 
ideographs float randomly 
between areas of the dark and 
1ight. 


AFICIONADOS 


The 38-year-old artist was 
reared in a family of art 
aficionados.， His father and 
grandfather were avid art 
collectors， At the age of Six 
he began studies in traditional 
Chinese painting and attended 
the Shanghai Shifan Univer- 
Sity during the Cultural 
Revolution. 

Since emigrating to the US 
in 1982，Li has had three 
extensive exhibitions of his 
work on the west coast. The 
last Showing，in April at the 
Roberta English Gallery on 
SF'S posh Maiden Lane proved 
a _ great commercial Succe 和 
"Nearly every piece in my 
Serjes of calligraphic collages 
was Sold,”Ssalid 工 i. 

Despite his recent success,，Li 
admits that much of his 
American audience lacks a 
familiarity with Chinese art 
and history. 


"JI face a double dilemma, 
he_ Said. "Not only am I a 
painter of Chinese art，1 am 
also 3a contemporary painter." 
Li elaborates， "Some might 
understand -my Chinese art， 
some might understand my 


modernist style， But，put both 
together and the combination 
often confuses them.” 

In an attempt to make 
Chinese art more accessible 
and comprehensible to the 
public, Li will participate in a 
Series of jlectures entitled: 
"Heaven， Earth and Man" 


October 18. 

In his lecture，"”With Man,” 
he will focus on the human
